2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2X3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest fusion proteins of 
annexin V and a KUNTTZ protease inhibitor, methods of making or using the fusion proteins, or DNA encoding such proteins. 
While annexin V and many KUNTTZ domain inhibitors were known in the prior art as evidenced by DENNIS et al. there is no 
teaching or suggestion of making a fusion between the KUNITZ domain inhibitors and annexin V. 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
